For several yoars past there hat been 


a gradually growing sentiment among 
the veteran* in favor of discontinuing 
this (•wtufo of the national encamp- 
ment, on the ground that the rank and 
ale IB growing too old and enfeebled to 
stand the atntin of long journeys, prep-, 
aratioa and march, M well as tie risk 
of illness, reftultiiig from exptwoxe te 
the «leuoata. The feeling U growing 
that the time in approaching when the 
'aunoal parade shuifld be atriclcen front 
the program of the sncanipment exer- 
cises and will probably take form in the 
presentation of a specific resolution dur- 
ing the present session. 


On this account thousands of old war- 
riors who had nob marched for years* 
tionued their iloach hats ami bnwB-Vmt- 
toned uniforms, gave an extra polish to 
their corps badgea, and, stepping to the 
strains of' 'Marching Through Georgia,'' 
imagined for tha hour that they were 
boys again. 


Promptly at 10:15 o'clock there was.*

It is impossible to form tuny accurate

away were hidden by masses of enthu- 
siastic applauders. A rough estimate is 
that between 500,000 and 600,000 people 
sa.w the parade.

Several women fainted. in the 


crowds along the sidewalks, and a few 
prostrations among the veterans were 
reported, but such thorough prepara- 
tions had been made for this class of 
oases by the hospital corps of the na- 
tional guard that immediate attention 
was given and speedy relief afforded. 


The police arrangements for handling 


the immense crowd were as nearly per- 
fect as possible, and the streets along 
tte route were kept absolutely clear for 
the ase of marchers. 


A neat tribute by the veterans paid 


the memory of the famous dead was 
the reverend raising of hats by each 
division as it approached the triumphal 
arch on Fifth avenue in front of the 
Associated Press office. 
The lifelike 


statues of Washington, Lincoln and 
Grant surmounting the arch, wore 
given this recognition by almost every 
division passing through. 


The weather continued cool and bright 


throughout the entire day. The near- 
est approach to undue excitement was 
at 8 o'clock in the evening, when three* 
alarms were turned in for a fire on 
Union street, just at the foot of Kf ch 
avenue. The Union hotel was ablaze, 
and from its location in th* midst of eld 
and closely built business blocks, a great 
alarm was felt. The fire was «oo& con- 
trolled, but the excitement ameng the 
the immense number of promenaders on 
the street* did not die out for some 
time.

HE HISTORY OP THE STRIKI3. 


uperintendent Dunlap of th a ] Pico, the last Mexican governor of Cali- 


fornia, died hero yesterday. He was 9* 
years of age. Until within » few weeks 
he was in good health, though feeble, 
Pio Pico was boru at San Gabriel i« 
1801, 
aud on the death of his father^ in 


1819, moved to Sau Diego, where he' 
opened a store. He prospered there,- 
beoaino somewhat prominent in a polit- 
ioa! way, aud secured the title to one of 
the large Mexican grants, which he sub- 
sequently sold to the A.muri«ans. 


His political prominence frequently 


placed him on the wrong side and he 
several times suffered imprisonmeut. 
But on the whole his tendency was up- 
wards. He was preiident of the junta 
iu 1845 at the time of Michael Toreua's 
downfall, and became temporary gov- 
ernor Feb. 22. His office was confirmed 
iu Mexico, and ou April 18, 1846, he 
took the oath as constitutional governor,- 
holding tlie office until Mexico lost pos- 
session of the country. 


On the approach of the American 


forces he fled to Mexico, but returned 
to California in 1848; settling at Santa 
Margarita. In 18JJG he moved to Los 
Angeles, where he remained until the 
time of his death. He was an extensive 
laud owner. Among his possessions be- 
ing the Haucli Sauta Margarita, em- 
bracing thousands of acres'.

Tbe next telegram bore the name of 


Debs aud asked if tho Mobile aud Ohio 
road belonged to the (Jeuural Managers' 
association. Upon Mr. Scales' ;ussur- 
aucu by wire that it did uot, a telegram 
was sent asking Scales to call onBwyer, 
tbe local representative of the Ameri- 
can liailway union, and make arrange- 
ments with him regarding tlio calling 
off of the strike. This, Mr. Scales testi- 
fied, that he did, aud read the agree- 
ment which ho hud with Dwyer. The 
telegrams were all placed iu evidence. 


One of the attorneys for tho govern- 


ment said that if the telegrams could 
bo positively traced to Debs iu this uiise 
his directing hand in the strike would 
be positively established. 


'ihe feature of the day's proceedings 


was a discussion brought about 'oy At- 
torney Gregory, in which he scored 
the Genera! Managers' association. 
Gregory said: 


"If we cau get the -witnesses to r^ilk 


fy and the court will admit trie e.-l- 
denoo, I think we can show thu.t ibis 
General Managers' association was pre- 
paring to roduf;o the wages of thu em- 
ployes on the roads which its members 
represented. They were seeking to do 
this by a combination against labor, 
and this was the veal cause cf tho 
strike. Fron. one eud of this country 
to tho other we have heard people de- 
nouncing this sympathetic strike. Yet 
Judge *Cooley, iu his address to the 
Americau Bar association, says that uo 
board of arbitration—and I add that no 
injunction—cau compel a man to work if 
they do uot want to. Now these em ^loyes 
had a right to quit work. No injunction 
could prevent them from q-oitting or 
from advising others to quit. Tho gov- 
ernment has offered certain telegrams 
sent to these defendants, they have 
proved violence, but there has been 
no testimony as to connection between 
the facts." 


Judge Woods-replied that he thought 


soruo of theso discussions wore iifotten 
up to draw thn firo of the court, bat the 
court so for endeavored to prevent the 
fire from developing. Ho said he had a 
decision by Justice Harlau on the sub- 
ject of strikes, which he would soon lay 
before them. 


Mr. Erwin arguod that auy tesl imony 


was admissible which would show a 
mitigation of: the olreiiBe. 'i'bo jurl^e 
replied that he was o[ the opinion that 
evidence in mitigation would only bo. ai- 
lowablo in eriuuiJtai cu.ses.

and cradled npon tho waves of war. 


Storms have rocked it ever since, yet 


now the beautiful republic has lasted to 
within one year of a quarter of a centu- 
ry. 
Tho anarchists that hovered like 


ovil birds ovor its childhood could not 
kill it. 
Boul anger tried to rido over 


French liberty as the picturesque roan 
on horseback and dictator, and he met 
a miserable death bj self murder. Tho 
Panama canal scantml could not shako 
tho republic. Its greatest, best beloved 
president was assassinated, and France 
still mourns, but tho glorions republic 
lives on. It is not yet as free as ours, 
but tho cause of civil and religious^lib- 
erty has boon marching forward with 
steady sliop for 20 years.

are notably freer now than they wore 
in 1874.
